Eemaeks by the Hon’ble the Chief Commissionee, Ajmee-]\Ieeivaea. 

The fmancial results of the year are fairly satisfactory, and the reformed 
excise system is bringing in a large revenue. This and the management of the 
Court of W ards and the improvement of agricultural stock' are among the most 
satisfactory features of the report. 

2. Paragraph 156 et seq. of the report shows ' great increase in sales of 
intoxicants. The still-head duty on country spirits has been recently raised by 
ten annas ver proof gallon, and the effect of this measure on consumption will 
be watched. 

3. The incidence of the income tax per head of population in Ajmer fell 
from 6 annas and 10 pies in 1909-1910 to 3 annas and 9 pies during the year. 
The decrease is remarkable, and the Commissioner should give the matter 
special attention. 

4. Paragraph 148 seems to repeat the information given in paragraphs 124 
and 127 ivith discrepancies. The Commissioner will be asked to correct the 
figures and to show them in the next year’s report. 

6. The report contains no remarks on the experiment in fluctuating 
assessments recently introduced in certain villages in the Ajmer and Beawar 
Tahsils. This matter may be noticed next year.

1. Lieutenant-Colonel W. C. R. Stratton, I.A., continued to hold charge of Psrsonnel. 
the office of Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, throughout the year under report. 

2. The following officers held charge of the offices of Assistant Commissioners 
of Ajmer and Merwara.

Major S. B. Patterson remained in charge of the office of Assistant Commissioner 
from 1st April 1910 to 8th November 1910 except for 15 days from 19th September 
1910, when Mr, B. J. Glancy, I.C.S., officiated for him. Major Patterson was 
transferred to the Eoreign Office on the 9th November and for the remaining period 
of the year J\Ir. B. J. Glancy held charge. 


•Merwara. 

Munshi Durga Pershad, Officiating Deputy Magistrate, Beawar,_held charge of 
the current duties of the office of Assistant Commissioner in addition to his own 
duties from 1st April to 26th April, 16th July to 14th August and again from 17th . 

September to 8th October 1910. Mr. B. J. Glancy held charge of the office from 
27th April to 15th July, 15th August to 16th September and agam from 9th October 
to 16th December 1910. For the remaining period of the year Pandit Brij Jivan 
Ball, Revenue Extra Assistant Commissioner, held charge in addition to his own

17. The instalments of the Government Jama due for the Kharif and Rabi 
harvests of Sambat 1967 were paid in full by all the Estates. 

18. On the 1st August 1910'the Takavi debt due to Government by the Bhinai 
and Sarana Estates was Rs. 7,546-14-0 and Rs. 3,706-5-1 respectively. The Bhinai 
Estate paid up' the amount in full, while for Sarana a sum of Rs. 308-13-9 was paid, 
leaving the balance Rs. 3,397-7-4 to be paid by Thakur Jagmal Singh as instalments ' 
become due, the Estate having been made over to him on the 30th June 1911.

. 20. During the year Sobhag Singh, younger brother of theGoela Ward, joined 
the Mayo College, while Thakur Jagmal Singh of Sarana left the College on 
attaining his majority. 

At the close of the year there were ten boys, who continued their studies at 
the College, viz., Eajah Sardul Singh of Bhinai, Thakur Bijey Singh of Masuda, 
Thakur Udai Singh of Kerot, Thakur Nathu Singh of Kalahera-Bogla, Thakur 
Eanjeet Singh of Goela and his younger brother, Eajah Eaj Singh of Eajgarh, 
Thakur Udai Singh of Basundni, and Eau Bijey Singh and Sawai Jai Singh, brothers 
of the Thakur of Sarana. . 

21. The health of all the wards was good throughout the year except that 
the Eajah of Bhinai was laid up for some time from the effects of a fall from his 
horse and the young Goela Ward received a wound in his foot from the accidental 
discharge of his own gun. 

Both boys however continued their studies .without interruption. 

The general progress reports of all the boys at the- College were satisfactory. 
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SECTIOIT III. 

PROTECTION. 

(I) Ajmer-Merwara Police (year ending the 31st December 1910). 

22. Mr. R. E. Couplarid held charge of the office of Superintendent of Police 
in Ajmer-Merwara throughout the year. 

23. The total volume of cognizable crime reported in 1910 was 3,784 cases 
against 3,137 in 1909. These figures include all cases, whether reported to the 
police or to Magistrate, but, as a matter of fact, the increase falls entirely among 
cases reported to the police, the number of cases reported direct to Magistrates 
having decreased by 74 or 10 per cent, when compared with the figures for 1909. 
The greatest variation is in cases falling under class VI, the figures of which rose 
from 1,169 to 1,54-5. That increase may be attributed almost entirely to greater 
acti\dty having been shown in suppressing local nuisances in the larger towns. 
A regular campaign was started when the outbreak of plague commenced towards 
the end of 1909, which continued well into the year under report, and there can be 
no doubt that the sanitary condition of Ajmer and several other large towns de- 
manded special measures being taken at that time. 

24. Though the increase is greatest in cases faffing under Class VI there has 
been a more or less marked increase in all other classes of crime excepting ‘ ' Minor 
ofiences against the person (Class IV).” To facilitate reference a comparative 
table, showing details of the cognizable and non-cognizable crime for the year 
under report and the year which preceded it, is given below : —

The increase imder class I has been merely nominal and, if false cases are 
excluded, the figures for the two years are identically the same. 

Under class II the increase has been chiefly among cases of attempted suicide 
(serial No. 17), kidnapping (serial No. 21) and crimmal force (serial No. 23). 
Here too,- however, if cases ultimately expunged as false are eliminated, the total 
difierence is one of nme cases only, which may, I consider, be looked on as a natural 
increase and calls for no special notice. 

The increase among cases of class III is entirely confined to cases of house- 
brealdng and burglary (serial No. 29). The Superintendent attributes this increase 
to the facilities which the evacuation of houses in plague-stricken parts of the 
district afiorded to enterprising crimmals and, as instancmg the little loss which 
resulted in many of those cases, refers to one village where eleven separate cases of 
house-breaking took place during a single night, the total losses in which were 
estimated by the owners as four annas. ^ 
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Under class V the increaise falls chiefly among cases of theft (serial No. 34) and 
receiving stolen property (Serial No. -36). The Superintendent is unable to ofier 
any explanation of this increase, but it appears probable that it is due partly to the 
same causes as the increase under, class III and partly to the efforts made to obtam 
fuller reporting of occurrences. 

95 The increase of crime as a whole per 10,000 of population was 7T2 against 
65-8 for 1909 and 64-fi' for 1908. If, however, sanitary offences and cases ultimately 
declared to be false are excluded, the figure falls to 38-6 for the yean under report 
against 30'9 for 1909 and 28'5 for 1908. 

26. There was an increase of 591 cases of non-cognizable crime during the year. 
As pointed out in the report for 1909, there was a marked falling-off in the number 
of cases instituted during that year which was attributed to conditions that ceased 
to exist shortly after the commencement of 1910. The classification of noncog- 
nizable offences has been altered during the year under report, _ which makes 
comparison with the returns of former years somewhat difficult but it appears that ■ 
the increase is almost entirely in prosecutions under Municipal Regulations and 
the Hackney Carriages Act, which may be ascribed to increased vigilance on the 
part of the Municipal authorities rather than to any other cause. 

Police cognizable cases — all classes. , 

27. The total number of cases of cognizable crime reported to the police dming 
the year under report was 3,109 as compared with 2,388' in 1909. As already 
stated the greater portion of tlds increase consists of sanitary offences in the to^ 
of Ajmer, Beawar and Nasirabad. The figure is a high one and, m_ commenting 
on it the Superintendent of Police writes as follows : — ‘ ‘ Beportmg is now, I 
consider, as good as it is ever likely to be. The appointment of village headmen in 
istimrari areas is approaching completion, and the police continue to pay i^^st 
satisfactory attention to the subject, constables remedying, _ to a considerable 
extent, the deficiencies in the rural reportmg agency.” V\ith these remarks 

1 concur. In most police stations which I have inspected I have found this subject 
meets with special attention and that police officers have been themselves responsible 
for many cases being reported which would probably never have come to light but 
for local enquiries made by them. 

28. No investigation was made in.576 cases reported in 1910. The number of 
cases which remained uninvestigated in the previous year was 458. The_ per- 
centage of cases investigated to reported is far higher than m other Provmces. 
The Superintendent attributes this to the fact that the incidence of crime in urban 
areas, where investigation is generally desired, is considerably higher than m rural 
tracts. This applies to other places besides Ajmer-Merwara, however, and ! am 
not satisfied that this is the real cause. Care should be taken that cases_ of a 
petty nature are not investigated without special reasons unless the complamant 
expressly desire it. 

29 The total number of police cases decided during the year, was 1,995 as 
compared with 1,537 in 1909. The percentage of cases investigated by the_ police 
which ended in conviction was 72 and the percentage of persons convicted m sucb 
cases to persons arrested by the police was 89. In 1909 

74 and 91-7 respectively. There has been a slight f allmg-off , but the n^ber f 
cases and persons dealt with was considerably greater in 1910 than m 1909 and 
even now the percentages are still very high ones and mdicate good work. 

Class I.— Offences against the State, Public Tranquility, Safety and Justice. 

30. The total number of true cases of this class for disposal .was 11. Ei^ of 
these ended in conviction and 1 was pending trial at the close of the year.. Three 
were offences relating to coin' but were of an unimportant 
prosecuted to conviction. In none of those cases was the origm of the com traced. 

Two cases of frustrated attempts at escape occurred, the one from a tpohem 
'escortlnd the other from the Kek^i police-station lock-up. These .also. ended m 

conviction. . i 

Six cases of rioting were dealt with, all but two of which were sent up for tnal. 
One case was still pending before the Court at the close of the year, but the remain- 
ing three all ended in conviction. None of. them were cases of any importance. 
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Class II. — Serious offences against the person. 

31. The munber of true cases in this class for disposal in the year under report 
was 82 as compared with 76 in the previous year. Forty-four of these cases came 
before the Courts for trial with the result that 33 were convicted, 8 acquitted and 
3 still pending at the close of 1910. 

32. Eight cases of murder were, dealt with as compared with four in 1909. 
One was a case in which a woman threw herself into a well with her child in her 
arms and both of . them were drowned. This was the result of a domestic quarrel 
between husband and wife and the villagers, so far from assisting the police, attem- 
pted to mystify them by removing the corpses to another well. In another case 
the murderer ran “ amok ” and has been declared insane. Two cases in which 
children were the victims remained undetected. The motive for one of those 
murders was the desire to obtain possession of certain ornaments and, in the, 
other, apparently ,the removal of an illegitimate child. In this latter case corpse, 
when discovered, was headless. In another case, which was hushed up by the 
villagers in the first mstance, the murderer absconded and has so far evaded arrest 
though there is ample evidence against him. Yet another case, in which the victim^s 
throat was cut at night, remained undetected, the murdered man puzzling the 
investigating officer by making various conflicting statements before he succumbed 
to his injiuy. The remaining two cases came before the Courts, and, though one 
was still pending at the close of the year, both have now ended in conviction. 

33. None of the other cases mider this class call for special notice. 


Class III. — Serious offenees against person or property or against property only. 

34. 558 true cases of this class were dealt with by the police during 1910 as 
compared vutli 431 in 1909. Only 259 cases were investigated, however, and, 
of 66 which reached the Courts, 55 ended in conviction, 7 were acquitted and 4 
were still pending trial at the close of the year. 

35. There were five cases of dakaiti as compared with six in 1909. One of 
these cases, which consisted of a raid to obtain cattle, ended in five members of a 
gang of Banjaras encamped in Mewar territory being sentenced to five yea,r3 
rigorous imprisonment each. Three other somewhat similar cases in which cattle 
were lifted remained undetected, though there was some reason to believe that two 
of those dakaitis were the work of the gang referred to abovei 

All but one of those cases occurred early in the year, and since August 1910 
there have been no more of the same type. The fifth dakaiti was the only case in 
which the dakaits were armed with fire-arms, and, even in that case, they were not 
brought into use. This was an attack on a party of Mahajans as they were passing 
through the forest on the south-west of Merwara on their return from a village in 
hlarwar. The dakaiti was a daring one as it was committed in broad daylight and 
property valued at over Ks. 1,200 was carried ofi. The police enquiry made it 
practically certain that this outrage was the work of certain subjects of Marwar, 
but sufficient evidence as to'the actual perpetrators to justify a prosecution could 
not be obtained. 

36. Cases of robbery decreased from 7 in 1909 to 5 in the year under report. 
Two of these cases were of the same type as most of the dakaitis and consisted of 
raids by cattle lifters, the only real difierence being in the number of criminals 
concerned. All the cattle stolen were recovered in one of those cases, but both of 
them remained undetected. A third case is reported to have been more a matter of 
intrigue than a genuine robbery. One of the remaining cases, in which two eldcas 
carrying travellers were held up and robbed on the road between Nasirabad and 
Deoli, was hushed up at the time by the local police and it was not till some time 
afterwards that the Circle Inspector -heard of this, and instituted an enquiry, which, 
in the circumstances not unnaturally proved unavailing. The police officers 
responsible for this result were suitably dealt with. 

In the 5th and last case some of the property was recovered from the possession 
of certain Sansiahs who were encaped in Mewar not far from the scene of occurrence, 
and those persons were also identified by the complainants. The case was sent up 
for trial and the accused were acquitted by the trying Magistrate, who held that the 
evidence of identification had been vitiated owing to the persons concerned having 
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been brought across from Mewar to Ajmer before their identity was established. 
This was a most unexpected result, but the case -was not considered sufficiently 
strong to justify an appeal being lodged against that decision. 

37. Though the success met with in dealing with such cases of dakaiti and 
robbery as occurred in the year under report was not very marked, the decrease in 
violent crime of this class has been marked and is a matter for much congratulation. 
In 1906 robberies alone numbered 24 and from that time onwards the total 
number of robberies and dakaitis has been steadily decreasing. Moreover, a 
recent enquiry into a series of violent crimes of this class, extending over a period 
of some four years, made to verify the statements of certain recently convicted 
Sansiahs who were anxious to escape imprisonment, proved that there was not a 
single one of the numerous cases mentioned in those statements wliich had not 
been already reported to and investigated by the police. This was very gratify- 
ing, and there is, in my opinion, no doubt that serious crimes of this class have 
decreased very considerably of late years, and I unhesitatingly ascribe this to the 
greater efficiency of the Ajmer-Merwara police. 

38. The only other form of crime included in class III which calls for special 
notice is that of housebrealdng or burglary (serial No. 29). The number of true 
cases recorded under that head which were dealt wdth in the year under report 
was 544. This constitutues a considerable increase on the figure for 1909, the 
reasons for which have already been given in paragraph 3 of this report. The 
total number of cases investigated increased by 67, but there has once again been 
a falling-off in the number of successful prosecutions, the percentage of cases con- 
victed to cases reported having fallen to 9'6 in the year under report as compared 
with 14‘8 in 1909 and 18‘8 in 1908. The Superintendent points out that these 
figures do not indicate altogether correctly the relative success met -with each year 
in connection with such offences because the number of convictions for dishonestly 
receiving property stolen in connection with cases of burglary or housebrealdng 
rose from 33 in 1909 to 53 in the year under report. He admits, however, that even 
so the results cannot be considered altogether satisfactory, and ascribes much of 
the failure to the fact that many members of the investigating staff are inexperienced 
officers who have, for the most part, little or no detective ability, and that the 
States which suiToundcd Ajmer-JIerwara do not give timely information when 
their owm professional criminals absent themselves from their homes. While 
admitting the truth of what the Superintendent has stated I must point out that 
these facts do not in themselves constitute a sufficient explanation as to why the 
standard reached in former years has not been maintained. I consider, 
however, that the reasons given for the increase in crimes of this class are themselves 
sufficient to explain the smaller amoimt of success met with in investigations. In 
most cases the chances of successfully worldng out a case of housebreaking which 
has occurred in a deserted village and is, as a consequence, only reported to the 
police after considerable delay has occurred can hardly equal the chances of success 
in a case occurring in a fidly-populated village which is reported to the police 
without such delay. It can only be hoped that, with the disappearance from 
Ajmer-Merwara of the plague in epidemic form, the returns will once again assume 
a normal appearance. 

Class IV. — Minor ofjenccs against the person. 

39. Only 2 cases of this class were dealt with in 1910 as compared -with 1 in 
1909. Both those cases ended in conviction. 

Class V. — Minor offences against property. 

40. 855 cases falling under this class were dealt with in 1910 as compared 
with 693 in 1909. The total number investigated was 683 and, of those cases 349 
were sent up for trial, of which 305 ended in convictions,' 37 in acquittals and 
7 were pending at the close of the year. 

41. The number of thefts of cattle fell from 71 to 64. Four of those cases 
are returned as uninvestigated, and of the remainder 14 were sent up for trial, 
11 of which ended in conviction. These figures show an improvement on the return 
for 1909 and, if successful prosecutions under section 411, Indian Penal Code, 
in connection with the recovery of stolen cattle, be added, the total number of 
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cbnvictions stands at 24 in 1910 as compared with 26 in 1909 and 1^ in 1908 
while the number of thefts has decreased from 70 m 1908 to 04 m the year 
under report. The Superintendent states, moreover, that the cases shown as 
undetected in the reteirn for 1910 inchide four cases made owr to ^ 

Vakils, in all of which judgment was given m favour of Ajmer-Merwara. , 

There has clearly therefore been an improvement in dealing with reported 
cases hut aSe same time I am afi-aid far more thefts occur than the crime returns 
SdappeLtoindicate. Inotethat of 828 head of cattle returned as strayed 

no less ^an 325 were never recovered, and there is little doubt that a large propor- 
Zn^i to animals were stolen. In 1909 the total number 
straved was 1 013 of which 312 were never recovered. Considering, however the 
geographical position of this district and the refusal of the two most important 
Adjoining States to allow direct communication between their police officials and

Class Yl— Other offences not specified above.

The number of prosecutions under these sections has increased^ very great y 
durinc^ the last few years. The Superintendent admits, however, that he considers

The numerous prosecutions under section 109, Crmunal Procedure Cole, 
during the last two years have, however,had an excellent efiect, and are, I believe, 
to a considerable extent for the undoubted decrease wlnoh has taken 

place in organized heiuous crime. . j 

• 45. Eighteen prosecutions under the Excise and Opium Acts were ni^fed 

by the police in 1910 as compared with 23 in 1909. Eourteeii of those prosecutions 
wLe successful. Licensed Vendors are no longer prosecuted hy the for , 

infringements of the terms of their licenses, but such ofiences are reported to the 
Collector of Excise Bevenue for action. The ilhcffi sale of 
common in Ajmer, but as in other towns is very difficult to put a stop to. there 
i°S hope of offences against the Excise and Opium Acts decreasing in number 
until the ^surrounding .States can be induced to bring their tariffs mto 
accord with those in British India. Police officers gamed rewards aggregating 
Bs. 173 for services rendered in cases of this class during iyiU. 


Property stolen and recovered. 

46. The amount of property stolen was valued at Bs. 99,487 or Bs. 43,417 
more than in 1909. All but Bs. 2,988 of this was stolen in cognizable cases. The 
percentage of recovery in such cases was 13-1. The increase in losses said 
chiefly due to a few large items. The return compares unfavourably with that of 
the previous year, but it is notorious that little reliance is to be , placed m the figures 
furnished under this head.

The results obtained during the year under report may be looked 
on as very satisfactory in view of the unusually large number of cases in which the 
peculiar circumstances of Ajmer-Merwara render a reference to the Bureau 
necessary. 

. Proclaimed offenders. 

48. The names of 47 absconded ofienders figured on the registers of this 
district at the commencement of the year under report and 16 fresh names were 
added during that year. Nine of these persons were arrested and the names of two 
others were struck ofi the registers for other reasons, leaving a closing balance of 
62. Of this number, 35 come under class A, and are persons whose name, caste, 
residence and antecedents have been fully A’^erified, while 17 , in class B, are persons 
regarding whom it has been found impossible to verify, such details. One of the 
absconders arrested during the year was a man who had absconded six years 
viously Slid was cl6V6rly traced to tlie Central Provinces wbere be was employ ed 
as a clerk in the Public Works Department. Several of the persons whose names 
still figure on this register are said to have been traced to Native States, but, as 
they are wanted for non-extraditable ofiences, cannot be arrested so long as they 
remain in those States. ■ ' 

• There is no doubt that some good work has been done under this head in 
particular instances, but the result of my inspection of the registers at certain 
police stations leads me to doubt whether all Station-officers pay as much attention 
to this important question as they should' do. 


SURVEILLANC E OF PERSONS WHOSE HISTORY- SHEETS HAV E BEEN PREPARED. 

49. The number of persons whose history-sheets were still maintained at the 
close of 1909 is noAv said to have been 437 and not 430 as reported last year One 
hundred and eighty-five new sheets were added during 1910, and 105 sheets discon- 
tinued owing to the death, emigration or return to honest livehhood of the persons 
concerned. The. total number of persons whose history-sheets were still kept up 
at the close of tlie year was 517 and, of this number, 59 belong^ to. persons who 
were again convicted of ofiences and imprisoned durmg 1910. The percentage of 
persons whose present whereabouts are unknown has fallen ffiom lb to 16 i ana, 
considering the position of Ajmer-Merwara, this is not a high percentage. My 
examination of the history-sheets maintained in some of the pohce-stetions was no t 
altogether satisfactory, and I am inclined to doubt whether all officers do their 
best to keep an efficient watch over persons who are supposed to be under close 
surveillance. The proximity of the Jaipur and Mewar States, the police officials 
of which are not permitted to hold direct communication _mth members of the 
Ajmer-Merwara police, is, however, no doubt partly responsible for tffis, and until 
the Durbars concerned can be induced to relax the orders they have issue 
subject I a:j£ afraid but little improvement can be expected. 

» 

f " Co-operation with the Police of Native States. 

50. The Superintendent of Police testifies to the cordial 
received from the Kishengarh and Shahpura State pohee. Considerable assistance 
has also been received by^ him from the Marwar police, though there has been 
some friction at times between his subordinates and petty 
State. The relations with the Jaipur and Mewar .police are not 
equally satisfactory, and the refusal of the Durbars of those 

correspondence be^een their police and the Ajmer-Menvara district police causes 
much inconvenience in many ways. . 
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- Strength of the Force. 

51; The only alteration in the sanctioned strength of the Ajmer-Merwara 
police during the year was a reduction of one head- con stable and ^^e constables, 
due to the abolition of the Excise Guard. The actual cost rose from 
to Rs. 1,79,215. This increase is dne to certain of the vacancies which remained 
unfilled for the greater portion of 1909 having since been filled. 

Rewards and punishments. 

52. No less than 238 men' were rewarded in . 

1909. the total sum paid in rewards rising from Rs. 1,189 to 
to this 17 chankidars were rewarded with sums aggrega.tmg Rs. 47, and Ks. ZUi 
were disbm-sed to members of the public for information regarding and assist-. 

ance in police matters. 

On the other hand, the Superintendent has found it necessary to punish a 
considerably larger number of men in 1910 than in the previous year. _ The total 
number of pimishments inflicted rose from 25 to 43 ancl includes 4 judicial punish- 
ments by a Magistrate, 10 dismissals and 29 other departmental punishments. 

A considerable dumber of .those cases have come before me on appeal and have 
satisfied me that departmental cases have not been instituted vnthout grave 
necessity, and that before punishment has been inflicted full and careful enqiuriec 
have hlen made in all cases. The Superintendent is inclinecl to attribute the 
increase in punishments to the fact that many of his subordinates care but little 
■ for service in the Police Department. I cannot altogether agree with this, however. 
Not only has the pay of members of the force been raised considerably as a whole 
of recent years, but rewards are now given much more liberally than formerly, ai d 
a ‘ Police loan fund ’ from which members of the force are able to obtain loans 
at a very low rate of interest was established with the sanction of Government a 
few yearn ago. I am afraid the real reason is that the stamp of officer who has 
in the past ^ held the more important posts such as Inspector and Sub-Inspector 
was a Ld one, and subordinate officers had got into thoroughly badways as a 
result Most of the officers recently appointed to those posts are men oi bettex 
education and position than the old stamp and have considerably more energy. 
It is not unnatmal, therefore, that matters calling for correction which would have 
remained unreported under the old regime should, when brought to light, have 
resulted in an increase in departmental punishments. Thah the ultimate resu 
will -be beneficial is a matter regarding which I have no doubt. 

Health. 

53 The health of the force has been fairly good as a whole. The total number 

of deaths was 16 as compared with 28 in 1909, and the dmly average « W ab^ 
from duty on account of sickness was the same as in 1909, namely 0 23 pei cent. 
There haJbeen some increase in the total number of admissions into the hospital, 
it is true, but that does not necessarily denote more sickness. Quinine is said 
have been distributed to all police-stations as a prophylactic measure.

GENERAL MISCELLANEOUS. 

D VI p ir 208. The annual religious Fair at Pushkar was held between the 13th and 

I'nEtiEar rair- j^ovember 1910. The attendance was the largest on record for many 

years. The general arrangements were ably carried out by the Committee which 
is usual was formed for the purpose. The sanitary arrangements were all that 
could be desired and in spite of the large crowds no epidemic disease of any kind 
occurred during the Fair. 

209. The ’Horse Show and Cattle Fair formed a prominent part of the pro- 
gramme of the Fair, as usual. The extra large attendance at the Fair may be 
attributed to the agricultural prosperity of the country, the absence of any general 
epidemic and the occurrence of a lunar eclipse, which attracted a very considerable 
gathering of pilgrims. The Police arrangements were excellent, and no serious 
crime occurred during the fair. 

210. The Agricultural and Industrial Exhibition, which was held for the second 
time proved a centre of attraction and added much to the success of the Fair. 

211. The annual Urs Fair in connection with the Shrine of the Durgah Khwaja 
Sahib at Ajmer was held from the 9th to the Uth July 1910. The usual Police 
arrangements were made, and no violent or unusual crime occurred, ^ nor did any 
disturbance take place. There was an average attendance at the Fair. 

212. The Tejaji Fair at Beawar was held from the 13th to the 15th September 
1910 and was attended by the Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, the Assistant .Commis- 
sioner, Merwara, the Superintendent of Police, Ajmer-Merwara, and the Assistant 
Superintendent of Police, Ajmer-Merwara. The gathering at the Fair was between 
10,000 and 15,000 persons. 

213.. The Tejaji Fair at Kekri commenced and ended a day earlier than at 
Beawar. The gathering at the fair was about 10,000, and included people from 
the neighbouring Native States. 

Frinting Presses, 214. At the beginning of 1910 there were 10 printing presses. One of 
nc/e Table ■ tlie Railway Co-operative press was closed by the owner during the year. 

1 Tcr« TQ the number of presses at the close of the year was 9, and no new press ^yas started, 
benal JNo. Jd. newspapers and six periodicals in all were issued from the remaining presses. 

215. Two periodicals, the “ Punjab Mission Record ” and “ Paropkari,' were 
closed by the Mission and Vedic presses respectively. A new periodical named 
“ Foreman Christian College Magazine ” was started by the Mission Press. 

216. One book in Latin and 27 in Indian languages were published during the 
year. 

217. Owing to the suspension of all pubhc functions on the day* ap]mmted in 
1910 for the official observance of the Birthday of His Majesty J;he Kmg-Emperor; 
the usual ceremony of receiving the Bhumias and their nazaranas was held by 
the Assistant Commissioner, Ajmer, on the 5th September 1910. Out of the total 

demand of Rs. 3,961 a sum of Rs. 3,878 was recovered at the Darbar, the balance 
being recovered in full afterwards.
